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Bronze Age Pompeii 


A well-preserved village, believed to have been buried by volcanic ash 
nearly 3,500 years ago, has been unearthed near the famous Roman ruins 
of Pompeii, Italy. Archeologists discovered the village while testing to see 
whether a shopping centre could be built in the area. They believe that 
the site, which is about 12km from Mount Vesuvius, was buried under 
volcanic ash after an eruption in 1,500BC [1,579 years before the Pompeii 
disaster]. Items found include jugs, cups and bowls filled with cereals. 
There are no human remains in the village apart from footprints, 
suggesting that people fled before the eruption. "This is by far the best- 
preserved prehistoric village in Italy and one of the best in the world," 
says Guiseppe Vecchio, the director of the excavation.
